PRES. COOLIDGE 
SIGNS TAX BILL 


Law Cuts Amusement Admissions 
Income From Estimated $33,- 


000,000 to $24,000,000 


Washington, Feb. 27.—President Cool- 
idge affixed his signature to the Revenue 
Act of 1926 shortly before noon Friday, 
thereby making a law of the $387,811,000 
tax-reduction bill. There was very little 
ceremony, only newspaper men, photog- 
raphers, Senator Smoot, Representative 
Green and a few others being present. 


Champions of the theatrical interests 
failed in their efforts to abolish the 
amusement tax entirely, but they suc- 


ceeded in having the levy on amusements 


cut on admissions up to and including 
75 cents. Senators Harrison, King, Ship- 
stead and others exerted every force in 
order to prevent the action taken by 


the Senate and House but they were un- 
successful. 

The new law cuts the theater admis- 
sions tax from an estimated $33,000,000 
to $24,000,000. Cameras and lenses were 
cut to $700,000, photographic films and 
to $750,000 and shooting galleries 
and riding academies to $28,000. 

As the bill now stands the estate tax 
is restored with a 20 per cent maximum 
and an allowance of 80 per cent 
for State taxes paid. The retroactive 
modification of the 1924 estate-tax rates 
involving $85,000,000 was written into 
the bill by the Senate and was accepted. 

The Senate surtax schedule, which af- 
forded greater relief to the taxpayers, 
with future relief involving between 
$24,000 and $100,000, was adopted.

Bank of New York, which is supported in 
a large part by labor unions, including 
those of a theatrical character, is to be 
converted from a commercial banking in- 
stitution to a trust according 
to an announcement by Peter J. Brady. 

For the conversion, which will take 
place in about a month, an advisory com- 
mittee among the stockholders has been 
appointed, and includes several persons 
prominent in theatrical life, among them 
Thomas Meighan, actor; Charlie Chaplin, 
film comic and producer; Adolph Zukor, 
movie magnate, and John McCormack, 
singer. 

The committee consists of many trade 
union leaders, headed by William Green, 
president of the American Federation of 
Labor, as well as bankers, capitalists, 
politicians, publishers and others Gov- 
ernor Al Smith and Mayor James J. 
Walker head the list of government men, 
which includes 25 Federal, State and city 
officials.

EW YORK, March 1.—Fireworks of a sensational nature are expected in motion 
picture circles as a result of the recommendations to place the Motion Picture 


Censorship Board under the jurisdiction of the State Department of 


Educa- 


tion, the very place in the State Government where the industry does not want it 


to go. 
Hughes is chairman. is to be filed today 
or tomorrow with the Legislature em- 
bodying this and other recommendations. 

in the meantime the motion picture in- 
terests, both big and small, are mar- 
shaling forees to defeat the proposed 
move, one that would surely mean great 
loss to the entire industry, it is claimed. 

The censorship question has been be- 
fore the Legislature a good deal this 
season, and its present status is accepted 
by far-sighted movie men as alarming. 
Under the reorganization plan of the 
State, bringing the many bureaus under 
direct jurisdiction of State departments, 
the Department of Education has been 
selected. why no one knows, to exercise 
all authority in the censorship of film 
product. Charles Evan Hughes, chair- 
man of the reorganization committee, and 
others including Dr, Nicholas Murray 
Butler, chairman of the subcommittee, 
haye proven themselves adamant in plac- 
ing the Motion Picture Commission in 
the jurisdiction of the Board of Regents 
in spite of many protests from the film 
interests, leading to rumors along Broad- 
way that there may be a “nigger in the 
woodpile’ somewhere. 

In the film world no one can deduce 
why of all other departments the educa- 
tional branch should be chosen to handle 
the censorship board. Assemblyman 
Walter F. Clayton, who introduced the 
bill by which the board was created, has 
entered a protest against the recom- 
mendations of the Hughes Committee and 
stated that if a bill based on_these 
recommendations was sent to the Legis- 
lature he would fight it “tooth and nail .

A special department, the 
nature of which will be announced later, 
is to be formed as a part of the Wilton 
enterprise, with Mack at its head. 

Organization of the tremendous project 
Wilton is undertaking is progressing 
rapidly, and announcement of separate de- 
partments, with those who will be in 
direct charge, it is expected, will be forth- 
coming within a week or 10 days.

he garish possibility of sensational- 


ism in a phase of a play has again ruined 


the achievement .of an interesting and 
meriterious work. The tawdry title’ of 
Jules Hurtig’s current offering loudly 
speaks for itself. 

With some excellent material the au- 
thors have started out in an absorbing 


study of the effect of fanatical religious 


doctrines preached to the skeptical and 
primitive souls of Northern New Hamp- 
shire woodsmen. Then one at least of 


the two playwrights—the one who is also 
chief actor in the piece is most open to 
suspicion—has doused this worthy thesis 
by simply disposing of its .basie cause 
with the pronouncement of iflsanity upon 
the head of the “Reverend” Elias Whip- 
ple, inspired leader of the Holy Think- 
ers, and has taken up with the alluring 
opportunities of melodramatic expansion 
on the reception of the “faith’s’ preach- 


ment of sexless love and abstemious- 
hess, even in wedlock, toward women. 
This latter angle is unquestionably a 
g00d dramatic subject, but in the banal 
workingout and the egotistical strife 
after theatric effect for one particular 


character in the present script, together 
with the disappointment felt in the ruth- 
less casting aside of the original theme, 
its less-worthy value is completely lost. 
Bawdy advertising and publicity may at- 
tract a few to the box office, but there 
will be little word-of-mouth recommenda- 
tion forthcoming from the audiences. 
The showy acting of Louis Bennison, 


coauthor and self-appointed central fig- 
ure in the cast, runs rampant thruout 
the performance. As a swashbuckling 
Canuck who worships at the feet 
of the preacher's virgin wife, to him 
a living symbo! of the Virgin Mary un- 
til he finds her in the arms of the Holy 
Thinkers’ clrief benefactor and then lets 
loose his lust bw rending her pure 
white frock in shreds, Bennison makes 
the most of his opportunities with little 
worry over the subtleties of his char- 
acterization. Phyllis Ppvah sympa- 
thetically plays the virgin wife, a part 
hardly worthy of her abilities, and Lee 
Baker successfully suggests the fanati- 
cism of the pious and. flesh-fearing 
preacher

Elsie Clark and Company offer a cycle 
of character songs which don’t register 
as well as they should. Altho the audi- 
ence seemed to be rather apathetic to her 
offering, it might have been more re- 
sponsive if her routine had been somewhat 
more varied. One song followed another 
of a similar nature and delivered in a 
similar style, and there was hardly any- 
thing to break up the monotony. The 
solo of the pianist, Nelson Story, was 
good and he might have done more. Miss 
Clark has style and she should fare much 
better with more diversified material. 

Neilson and Warden, boy and girl, have 
some original and funny dialog built 
uround a comedy sketch. They both hold

Clean-cut aggregation of first-rate 
versatile musicians, who even at this 
stage of novelty orchestra development 
appeal jaded musical appetites. The 
word “melody” attached to the billing 
is no idje noun 


There is a great saxophone section 
in this outfit, two men doubling on vari- 
ous reeds as well, while a third sax. 
Player doubles or the banjo which is 
fixed in front of him on a stand The 
trumpet player never blows with the 
mute and he gets some marvelous effects. 
The rest of the instrumentation is piano 
and drums, of course. Unusually fine 
was the work of the man in back of the 
baritone sax. 

The first part of the program was 
taken up with published numbers cleverly 
arranged The sax. and banjoist then 
contributed a vocal selection in good 
voice, a slow ballad that got over nicely, 
but slowed the act up a little neverthe- 
less. A faster song at this point would 


be better, it seems. A rube number 
was next, with the players using big 
straw hats in a medley of songs, while 


the tenor donned a beard and “specs” as 
well. A feature of this end of the act 
was four harmonicas being played, surely 
quite a novelty 

Closing wcés a saxophone sextet, with 
the players lned up near the footlights. 
The piano pliyer proved a mean one at 
the bass sax., while the others revealed 
further talent with the more melodious 
instruments. As in the preceding num- 
bers, the arrangements, particularly as 
to the obbligatos and counter melodies. 
were far above the average so-called 
special arrangements. As to the last 
two numbers done, it would seem that by 
reversing the order of the selections the 
act would close stronger, because the first 
one played had more stuff readily ap- 
preciated by the audience. The addition 
of a cyclorama drop would add much to 
the first impression and general appear- 


ance of the offering, especially so in 
this case, where it would be backed up 
by a competent outfit.

In this piece Hugh Wakefield reappeared 
to the great satisfaction of the Wynd- 
ham’'s audience, and his merrymaking 
was well tallied by that of Elsie French, 
who, as we know from her first great 
success in The Begoar’s Opera, is in- 
imitable as a characterizer of this par- 
ticular kind of hag. The piece is a queer 
hotch-poetch and rather incoherent, but it 
certainly has color and life of its own. 

On Vednesday Reginald Berkeley's 
amusing absurdity, Mr. Abdulla, with 
Maurice Harvey in a suitably ludicrous 
part, was well received at the Playhouse, 

The suburban theaters gave us. four 
productions, The Joy Ride at the “Q”, 
Peter's Mother at the Century, John Bull’s 
Other Island at the Regent, and the new 
ballad-opera, Mr. Pepys, was the first of- 
fering of the new management at the 
Everyman last night. 

The Old Vie has an admirable three 
weeks’ revival of Julius Caesar, in which 
Edith Evans has again scored a notable 
triumph In her portrayal of Portia. 

At the Little om Tuesday Israel Zang- 
will’s play, The Forcing House, created a 
favorable impression in so far as its con- 
struction and plot are concerned, but the 
author has done his best to ruin an other- 
wise fairly good play (probably the best 
play he has written) by overloading it 
with a tremendous superabundance of un- 
necessary verbosity. 

Three interesting events in the provinces 
this week are Nugent Monck’s revival 
at the Maddermarket Theater, Norwich, 
of that fine old comedy, Marriage a la 
Mode. At Bath the Repertory Theater 
was opened on Monday and the Oxford 
University Dramatic Society on Tuesday 
gave a most attractive rendering of Henry 
IV. Part 11, in the University city, with 
music specially written by an under- 
graduate. 


Labor Players 


Tan Rankine, who was at one tjme as- 
sociated with Norman Macdermott at the 
Everyman Theater, is the author of a 
semi-political farcical comedy, A Place 
in the Shade, which is to be presented 
shortly for a special performance by the 
Repertory Players. The plece was re- 
cently published in a new series of Plays 
for the People, which the Labor Publish- 
ing Company has started with several 
one-act and a few full-length plays. The 
editor of this series is, Mrs. Monica Ewer, 
the dramatic critic of The Daily Herald, 
whose sympathy with and knowledge of 
the labor movement have contributed 
greatly to the effectiveness of her own 
play, The Best of Both Worlds, which 
forms one volume of the series. All the 
works so far published have, as might be 
expected, a political or social com- 
plexion, and they form an interesting il- 
lustration of one side of contemporary 
British society. 


Bogus Wriggles Thro 


Some wise old parliamentary bird 
boasted that he could drive a coach and 
horses thru any act on the Statute Book. 
The wily bird bogus is certainly man- 
aging to wriggle thru the Theatrical Em- 
ployers’ Registration Act with the great- 
est facility. Many touring actors who 
know provincial conditions intimately 
have assured me that the act is ludicrous- 
ly ineffective not because it is not prop- 
erly administered but because it gives 
such loopholes of which these slippery 
gentry are speedy to avail themselves.

registered under the act, and there was 
no clause in the act whereby these people 
could be refused a license to continue 
their disgraceful practices. Armed with 
this document sanctioning their continu- 
ance in management, they have proceeded 
on the road with their companies. To 
crown everything, I hear that in one case 
when the management had for weeks not 
paid anything like full salaries and was 
eventually tackled by the company the 
“bad hat” concerned waved the license 
in his victims’ faces and asked how they 
dared suggest that he was a scamp when 
he held this governmental authority, and 
assurance of good faith! 

The act, as I understand it, makes the 
employer's leaving of a company with in- 
tent to avoid payment of salaries a rea- 
son for a cancellation of license. Bogus 
therefore does not stand his company and 
bolt nowadays. He gives them some 
pittance “on account of salary”, as he 
artfully phrases it, and stays with them. 
The poor devils, hoping that something 
will turn up, and usually cheered by the 
bright prospects which their manager 
holds out to them for next week, continue 
to suffer the misery and degradation 
which it was the avowed object of this 
act to prevent. 

I am credibly informed that the con- 
ditions of touring artistes in the “smalls” 
are just as bad as they were and that 
the act seems to be having very little 
deterrent effect so far. 


Brevities 


Unele Vanya, which, as I previously an- 


nounced, has achieved signal success at 
the Barnes Theater, is to be transferred 
in a few days to the Duke of York's. 


This is another sign of the great revival 
of interest in Tchekov’s work, which be- 
gan with J. B. Fagan’'s presentation of 
The Cherry Orchard at the Lyric Theater, 
Hammersmith, and subsequently at the 
Royalty.

the now famous playhouse in the Water- 
loo road, Russell Thorndike, brother of 
Sybil Thorndike. They are to present 
shortly Peer Gynt, the title role being 
taken by Thorndike. 

An important element in the village 
dramatic revival in this country are the 
annual Grasmere plays, which have been 
given since 1900. This is purely an 
amateur movement, fostered by Mrs

The Vaudeville Field 
By “WESTCENT” 


The “Split Week’’ 


ONDON, Feb. 10.—As this is the 
a all-absorbing topic of conversation 

among the British performers we 
cannot help referring to it again. Ever 
since February 16, 1906—the foundation 
of the V. A. F.—the British performer 
has had a very big voice in deciding what 
his conditions of employment should be. 
When managers have thought they 
would like to make performers do certain 
things and the actors thought differently, 
the managers had to listen to the vaude- 
ville actors’ side of the case. Prior to 
1906 every manager issued whatever con- 
tract he liked. The V. A. F. fought the 
managers even to closing 25 vaudeville 
houses in London, and forced an arbitra- 
tion which gave them a form of contract, 
which was revised thru the V. A. F. ef- 
forts in 1913 and made “fool proof” and 
very much in the vaudeville actors’ favor 
in 1919. Any evasion of this award in 
the past would have involved the man- 
agerial breaker in severe conflict with 
the V. A. F., and no manager, however 
great, would have dared risk that. The 
". A. F. is in England the power 
that Equity is in America, only in dif- 
ferent fields. No manager makes changes 
in working conditions in England as re- 
gards vaudeville without consulting the 
V. A. F. Thus with these things in view 
every vaudeville actor is considering 
whether the “split week” will alter his 
future conditions of work. 


The V. A. F. Decision 


It was a very serious meeting of the 
V. A. F. which was held in London on 
Sunday, February 7. Every angle was 
debated and the resolution that a sub- 
committee of the executive committee be 
empowered to meet the Cinematograph 
Exhibftors’ Association to discuss the 
whole matter of the engagement of 
vaudeville acts in cinemas and to see 
whether it be possible to come to some

The stagehands’ union and the manage- 
ment of the Orpheum Theater in Mont- 
real are playing a game. The theater, 
which changes its policy frequently but 
most of the time plays road attractions, 
was brought to terms with the local 
un.on recently following the issuance of 
a road call and operated for a time 
peacefully, but now trouble has arisen 
and the call goes into effect again im- 
mediately. 

The Orpheum was placed on the “un- 
fair’ list December 1 following unsuc- 
cessful efforts to settle dfferences_be- 
tween it and the local union. Finally a 
settlement was reached and the call lift- 
ed. The management of the theater, 
huwever, now refuses to live up to the 
agreement and will not pay salaries due 
union men installed in the house after 
the contract was signed. 


Road calls have been issued against the 
Columbia Theater in San Francisco on 
request of the local there, and against 
the Arcade Theater at Connellsville, Pa. 
They become effective March 5. In each 
instance the theaters refuse to recognize 
the union. 


The management of the Liberty Thea- 
ter at Sharon, Pa., which was placed 
on the “unfair” list recently by the L A, 
has signed a contract -with the local 
union at Newcastle. which has jurisdic- 
tion over Sharon, under protest for a 
period of 30 days to see how things 
will work out on the basis of the local’s 
demands. The 30-day~ contract causes 
the road call against the house, which 
plays road attractions, to be lifted for 
this period. 


Action is to be taken in the future by 
the International Alliance against mem- 
bers of local unions who in being denied 
the privilege of working in the jurisdic- 
tion of their local unions for some reason 
or other immediately migrate to the 
jurisdiction of another local to seek em- 
ployment or accept positions with travel- 
ing attractions. This, the officials point 
out, is absolutely unfair and inconsistent 
beeause it allows outside men to come 
into local unions in some cases to crowd 
local men out of jobs. 

Suspension is to result when any such 
member, being denied the privilege of 
working in the jurisdiction of the local 
union with which he is affilated for any 
reason whatever, accepts employment in 
the jurisdiction of a sister local. In any 
number of towns thruout. the United 
States, as has been pointed out from time 
to time by the local unions, there are not 
enough jobs for the local members. 


The controversy involving the Domin- 
ion Theater in Winnipeg, Manitoba, one 
in which the musician<’ union came to 
loggerheads with the theater’s man 
ment, has been straightened out satis- 
factorily, according to advices from the 
musicians’ union, which by its labor 
agreement had the backstage employees 
taken out of the house when the call 
was issued. This occurred mber 9.

Ingersoli’s Eulogy of Stage Children 

Twenty-seven yvears ago Colonel Robert 
G. Ingersoll was called upon to 
deliver a eulogy upon the children of the

. of America, held in the Fifth Avenue 

Theater March 24, 1899. Only recently 
@ copy of that address, written in the 
florid style which was Ingersoll’s own, 
came into the hands of an Equity officer. 
At one place in that speech Colonel In- 
gersoll said: 

“Who are the friends of the human race? 
They who hic2 with vine and flower the 
eruel rocks of fate—the children of genius,

the sons and daughters of mirth and

“Among these sons and daughters are

lenged emperor. These children of the 
stage have delighted the weary travelers

hearts of the clingers to spars and the 
floate Ts _ rafts. 

“Thes children of the stare with 
fancy’s cand rebuild the past. The dead 
are brought to life and made to act again 
the parts they played. The hearts and 
lips that long ago were dust are made to 
beat and speak again. The dead kings 
are crowned once more, and from the 
shadows of the past emerge the queens, 
jeweled and sceptered’as of yore. Lovers 
leave their gyaves and breathe again their 
burning ‘_* and again the white breasts 
rise and ant in passion’s storm. The 
laughter sat ied away beneath the touch 
of death is heard again, and lips that fell 
to ashes iong ago are curved once more 
with mirth. Again the hero bares his 
breast to death, again the patriot falls, 
and again the scaffold, stained with noble 
blood, becomes a shrine.”

office again. He had placed his claim in 
the hands of an outside attorney because 
he felt that Equity was proceeding af too 
l isure va pace. 
‘ow four years and a quarter later he 
urned to ask Equity wo place hi. claim 
file again since his attorney had noti- 


n l¢ 
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fied him that he could not recover a penny 
under the action he had begun. 

Equity found itself forced to decline to 
reopen his claim since it had concluded a 
final arrangement with the manager in 
question and had accepted his promissory 
note for the total sum involved. 

About 75 per cent of the sums due un- 
der that settlement have since been re- 
ceived and disbursed to the claimants and 
the balance of the debt will be retired 
within the year. 

Such a case is typical. Only once 
out of hundreds of cases can a@ member 
hope to collect more money or to get it 
more quickly thru an outside channel 
than thru the association. 

It is quite possible that an attor- 
ney, when approached, may inform the 
claimant that he can do more for him 
than Equity—it is his business to make 
prospective clients believe that—but near- 
ly always, subsequently, the member 
learns that new circumstances have 
arisen, or that he neglected to make clear 
some vital point—the case is hopeless. 

No better machinery has been devised 
for the peculiar problems involved in col- 
lecting money due actors than has been 
established by Equity over a period of 
years,

and an inspection by the Citizens’ Play 
Jury, which pronounced it neither im- 
moral nor in need of changes in lines or 
business, and after a considerable run on 
the road, the Pacific Coast Company of 
Desire Under the Elms, under the man- 
agement of Thomas Wilkes, was arrested 
after the Thursday evening performance 
February 18, taken to the police station 
in automobiles, and the Bertillon meas- 
urements and fingerprints of the members 
of the cast were recorded. 

The entire cast was kept in the detgn- 
tion pen until three o’clock in the morn- 
ing, when thru the efforts of the Los An- 
geles representative of the Actors’ Equity 
Association and the management its mem- 
bers were released in individual bail of 
$50 each. 

Still later in the day the bail was re- 
mitted and the different actors were re- 
leased on their own recognizance. A 
further hearing is scheduled, at which 
time it will be decided as to the degree of 
guilt or innocence of the actors involved.

When George Abbott, the actor, was 
playing cowboys more frequently than he 
does at the present time, I suddenly dis- 
covered some of the “road of 4 soul” 
quality in his acting, and I ventured to 
mention that there was a vein of the 
poet in his nature. What showed in t®e 
actor now shows in the dramatist To 


these inward verities in the emotional 
struggles of humble lives, the authors 
have given form to their feelings. In the 
acting, this same feeling is admirably 
sensed by Florence Johns and Donald 
Macdonald on whom the seriousness of 
the simple love story chiefly § rests. 


Katherine Wilson enters effectively into 
the complication as the outwardly attrac- 
tive little vamp whose feeble conscience 
gives her an easy life from boarding- 
house lodgings to the private car of the 
boss and owner of the department store, 
There are no supernumerary characters 
in Love ’Em and. Leave *Em for they 
are all part and parcel of the two or 
three lives that carry the thread of the 
story. The play would be 
without Donald’s Meek’s pliant acting as 
the “background” of the boarding house 
and as a running commentary of Ma 
Woodruff’s (Camilla Chume) all em- 
bracing understanding and tolerance of 
human nature. And so all down the line, 
the man and woman back of the counter 
are dramatized outwardly in an amusing 
way, and inwardly they are treated quite 
as seriously as in plays of more pre- 
tentious purpose. 

The dialog and diction of the play, 
both written and spoken, is “the Ameri- 
can language” of this class of society. 
It is not a steal from the commonplace 
books of vaudeville and musical comedy. 


The Irvine Players, Theodora Irvine, di- 
rector, gave four one-act plays at the 
Little Theater of Greenwich House Sun- 
day afternoon, February 14. The plays 
rere interesting in themselves and were 
made doubly interesting by the talent and 
individual merit of several members of 
the company. In Her Tongue, by Henry 
Arthur Jones, Joyce Meredith as the talker 
carried the andience into fits of enjoyment. 
The simplicity and unaffectédness of her 
acting was unique. It carried a maximum 
understanding of the mental workings of 
a talking toneve. Miss Meredith talked 
and talked without showing the el'ghtest 
consciousness that her tongue was mov- 
ing. The talk necessity inside of her was 
the comedy of the thine. The result of 
her simplicity of manner was that she 
called attention to herself only by a 
thousand indirections Her importance 
was this that she called up in the minds 
of her auditors all the talkers of this 
kind that they had ever met. She then 
became the perfect symbol of a foolish 
tongue. She got the auditors in on the 
idea of the character and then she car- 
ried them along without trying to do it 
all. She did just enough and that was 
the artistic and professional justice of 
the thing. 

In Burgtarizing Brides, by Kenyon 
Nicholson, Don Vere was a particularly 
amusing figure as the nonresisting, dress- 
suit victim of the robbery. It is hard 
to say what Mr. Vere did to be so funny, 
but he looked the part in orderly fashion, 
and the faft flicker of perplexity in his 
face and the acutely mental perk in his 
voice set off the situation in a real ele- 
gance of humor. Winthrope Wayne as 
his bride fitted the situation with equal 
innocence of heart and tender helpless- 
ness of feeling. Lucile Ferrel, fiancee to 
the burglar with a sentiment for lovers, 
was apt and sincere in 2 womanly emo- 
tion that prompted amicable relations be- 
tween brides and burglars. Eduardo Hud- 
son gave the impression of being to® slow 
and ¢asual and too conscious of the joke 
in the situation to effectively put over the 
authentic burglar complication of the 
story. 

In The Flight of the Herons, by 
Marietta Kennard, Mildred Huffington had 
a monotony of mood in her voice that 
failed to respond to the dramatic growth 
f the situation. This voice is not with 
out sympathy and pathos of a gentle or 
der, but it carries the same teeling of 
trernulous softness thru an entire act so 
that it stops in the end exactly where it

Never has the use of ostrich trimming 
been quite so pronounced as it is today.

A late departure in the use of ostrich 
fringe is the introduction of cuffs, from 
elbow to wrist, which may be of the 
same material as the gown, of gold or 
silver lace or of Chantilly, with willow 
ostrich trimming as shown in the il- 
lustration. This may be supplemented 
by a hem border or tiers of willow 
ostrich, a choker or side trimmings. The 
euffs and choker of ostrich make a strik- 
ing addition to the fantastic stage cos- 
tume, consisting of tights of black lace, 
trimming being of the willow or boa 
ostrich. The fringe also has its place 
as part of the elaborate headdress. When 
the queen of the spectacle carries a staff 
or a dancing girl flashes a tambourine, 
the ostrich willow trimming makes a 
novel trimming for these accessories. The 
Hula dancer finds that the willow trim- 
ming makes a beautiful skirt, made in 
several tiers, and it may also be utilized 
for a bodice covering and for arm adorn- 
ments. The ostrich and willow trimming 
are also effective for laying on a fan 
frame, with brilliants and flowers for 
added decoration. 

Apropos of these suggestions regarding 
the uses of ostrich trimming, if you deal 
with a certain dealer on our list you will 
save considerably. She is offering 10- 
inch willow fringe for $2.75 a yard and 
13 to 14-inch widths (two knots) at $4 
a yard. 

Willow boa, used for evening coats and 
negligees, 14 inches wide, very thick, 
similar to that worn by Irene Bordoni in 
Naughty Cinderelia, as suggested in the 
sketch, is $12 a yard. Now, please do 
not get your willow fringe mixed with 
the ostrich boa, when noting the prices 
and uses.

A STUDY OF THE 
SPANISH SHAWL 


The most individual looking of the 
smart women of New York and Paris 
are those who have adopted the Spanish 
shawl as the accent of the evening en- 
semble, choosing one of the treatments in. 
troduced by such houses of Paris 
Germaine, Callot, Vionnet and others 

Germaine’s version of the Spanish 
shawl, as we understand it, is a scart 
adaptation of black crepe de chine em- 
broidered with vivid red flowers and 
trimmed with deep fringe. One end is 
draped about the arm to the back on one 
side and the other end is pulled over the 
arm and draped ‘across the neck, so that 
the end falls over the opposite shoulder 

Callot’s idea of draping the shawl: So 
that one shoulder is bare and the other 
covered, the draping continuing over the 
left breast, where it is held with a bricht- 
colored flower. The horizontal line of 
the drapery must be tight and straight, 
it is said. 

Vionnet has introduced, in addition to 
the embroidered shawl of solid color, with 
deep fringe set on the back in two tiers, 
a straight-line evening coat made from 
the Spanish shawl. The collar of this 
coat is upstanding and quite mannish 
looking in its plainness, but the sleeves 
which terminate below the elbow are 
banded with deep fringe, which falls over 
the hand. The hem, too, is banded with 
- fringe and the coat closes to the 
side, 

In describing the “technique” of the 
Spanish shawl, Mary Brush Williams, in 
Liberty, writes knowingly. She says: 

“There is a definite technique for 
wearing such a foreign-born garment, 
and assurance can come only with the 
conviction that one is managing it just 
right. The last way in the world to do 
this is to fold it diagonally and throw 
it round the shoulders after the V-shaped 
manner of our grandmothers, which 
carried with it the idea of keeping warm 
In other words, don't, of all things, wear 
it as if it were a shawl. And yet how 
many of these handsome wraps of an- 
other race I have seen worn in this 
Anglo-Saxon way. Treat the wrap as if 
it were something apart from everything 
that is native. Make it into a horizontal 
line across the bosom, with the flowing, 
romantic line of the tenor’s opera coat 
falling high from over the left arm.”

Speaking of the pitfalls of the 
theater director, Mrs. Nathan said: 
' directors find one very good 
( and try to make him wonderful 
stead of bringing up the general stand- 
ard. No one good actor can atone for a 


littl 


bad performances Everybody in the cast 
should be at the same level. Just as a 
singing teacher tries to make all notes in 
the pupil’s vocal range good, the director 
should strive to make all his actors’ per- 
Rioe ; good. One good actor in a 


cast of bad ones makes bad acting seem 
worse. Everything should be sacrificed 
for a good performance. 

“Down at the Cellar Players’ theatér 
we switch our players from one type of 
role to another, realizing that this is the 
only way to build up a competent and 


versat group For instance, the man 
who played a sheriff, a comparatively 
small part in last month’s bill, is the 
leading man this month. It is all right 


to cast .for 


is essential, 


type in the beginning, but it 
for the good of the group, to 
get away from type casting. The trained 


person who doesn’t look the part is 
preferable tq an inexperienced one who 
does look the part but cannot portray 


it with imagination. Oftentimes the man 
with a comedy face does surprisingly well 
in a tragic part, simply because he has 
imagination.” 

Asked for her viewpoint concerning 
play selection, Mrs. Nathan said the most 
important thing was to select not a 
wonderful play, but a play which comes 
within the comprehension of the players. 
The only way to insure a good perform- 
ance of a play is to have the players 
select a play they understand and like. 

“Speaking of the attitude of the player 


toward the director,” said she, “one of 
of the most serious handicaps in little 


theater direction is the volunteer player 
who takes this attitude in becoming ac- 
quainted with the director: ‘Well, here I 
am. Make me do it! “I am aoing you a 
personal favor by my willingness to play.’ 

“While the tried and true personnel 
of the Cellar group has never manifested 
this attitude, there have been new 
arrivals who did. To offset the feeling 
on the part of the new player that he 

oing the director a personal favor by 
nting to appear, I usually tell them 
a story with a parallel, pointing to Bill 
Gowrie, our postman player, as an illus- 
tration. 1 say that Bill esteems himself 
as a conscientious letter carrier. Bill 
delivers the letter to my door, but if I 
don’t pick it up the fault is not Bill’s. 
He delivered the letter just the same. 
If the director delivers the suggestion and 
the player doesn’t pick it up the fault is 
not the director’s, but the player’s.” 

Mrs. Nathan does not approve of those 
amateurs who look upon the little theater 
merely as a means of self-expression. 
“The function of the drama is too digni- 
fied to be used that way,” declares she. 
“The drama justifies itself. If the ama- 
teur takes the work of the drama seri- 
ously he cannot help being better for it. 
Every amateur player has a duty to the 
atidience. If he fulfills it he does himself 
some good. That is the dignified and 
serious viewpoint of little theater work 
which I try to impress on those who look 
to me for direction.” 

Mrs. Nathan expressed an opinion re- 
garding the director's place in the little 


theater that may find dissenters, but it 
may be tested and found valuable. She 
stated that contrary to the belief that 


the little theater should wait until finan- 
cially. able to employ a professional di- 
rector, she believed that the director 
should direct the organization of the 
little theater in the very beginning, get- 
ting the group started, but that the 
future direction should be in the hands

of a member of the group itself. She 
added that the'earnest and studios ama- 
teur can be taught.to direct. just as he 
is tanght to act, as is proved by the 
coaching of college dramatics, when a 
student of the dramatic body sits next 
to the coach and makes notes with the 
view to directing future rehearsals. 

The director coming in at the crucial 
period of organization would necessarily 
be a well-tried little theater director, 
thoroly conversant with the art and me- 
chanical side of the amateur theater, un- 
derstanding acting and physical require- 
ments of operation and well versed in 
the effect of lighting on makeup. 

Questioned regarding the discipline 
necessary to inspire actors to be on time 
for rehearsals, Mrs. Nathan replied that 
where there is a group of conscientious 
players, like those at the Cellar Theater, 
discipline is in the hands of the players 
themselves. They rise up and administer 
chastisement to an offender in the form 
of a vigorous razzing from all quarters. 
Another thing that is taken care of auto- 
matically is the expulsion of players who 
are so poor in their parts that they spoil 
the play. They are simply “‘razzed” out 
by the other members of the cast. 


YE CURTAINE PLAYERS 
PRESENT PROGRAM 

Ye Curtaine Players of New York City, 
directed by Richard Arthur Zinn, whose 
photograph appears on this page, gave a 
series of one-act plays at the Princess 


Theater, New York. Every seat in the 
large theater was occupied, and the 


efforts of the players were much appre- 
ciated until The Witches’ Mountain, by 


Gardel, was presented. This play, in 
three scenes, is the’ type of play that 
must be presented with sparkle and 
vigor. Ye Curtaine Players gave it the 
effect of a slow “movie” by drifting 
about the stage, holdjng attitudes and 
speaking inaudibly. 

The best acted play on the program 
was Anatol’s Wedding Morning, by 


Schnitzler, thanks to the finesse in han- 
dling comedy displayed by Richard Zinn 
and Audrey Meyers. Miss Meyers plays 
with a deftness and charm not always 
typical of the amateur player. Stanley 
Ecker and Nathan Fribourg gave excel- 
lent support. 

Marjory Dreyfus, Helen Morse, Adele 
Ronson and Ben Grauer contributed ex- 
cellent bits of character acting to 
O’Neill’s The Dreamy Kid, which, how- 
ever, lost some of its appeal because of 
incongruities, such as unrealistic makeup, 
the barricading of a door on the inside 
when the door opened out, and lack of 
affection to his dying mammy on the part 
of the dreamy kid. Miss Dreyfus’ con- 
ception of the mammy was a beautiful 


one, played with pathos and realism. 
Helen Morse, as Ceely Ann, made a 
definite impression and has the happy 


ability to make herself understood. 
Richard Arthur Zinn is a member of 
the Haryard Dramatic Club. He has 
played in Andriev’s Life of Man and 
Beranger, by Sacha Guitry. He is the 
founder of Ye Curtaine Players and has 
had several roles in the plays of this 
group, among them that of Sganerelle in 
The Doctor in Spite of Himself, by 
Moliere, and it is said that he played this 
facetious role with real artistry. 


DRAMATICS AT DICK- 
INSON COLLEGE 


Lucretia Jones McAnney, who is a 
member of the Professional Woman's 
League Little Theater Group, in New 
York, and in charge of publicity of the 
League’s affairs generally, recently dis- 
cussed college dramatics with us. As the 
beginning of anything noteworthy is al- 
ways interesting, Mrs. MeAnney’s experi- 
ence as director of the Dramatic Club at 
Dickinson College is well worth reading: 

In the fall of 1906 Mrs. McAnney, who 
was then in charge of the department of 
oratory in the college, realized that there 
was a wealth of dramatic talent in the 
institution that was being wasted. “With 
colleges all over the country presenting 
commencement plays, Dickinson was be- 
hind the times,” she said, “yet we had 
a beautiful campus and plenty of ma- 
terial in the dramatic line.” One night 
in the winter of 1907 she called a meet- 
ing of students in Chapel Hall and sug- 
gested the formation of a dramatic club 
with the idea of a presentation of a 


Shakespearean play for commencement. 
The response from the students was en- 
thusiastic, and then and there was born 
the Dickinson Dramatic Club It was 


decided to present A Midsummer Night’s 
Dream, Week by week the work went on 
amid much discouragement, for some of 
the powers that be frowned upon the 
undertaking and did not believe a suc- 


sful play could be produced As all 
first things are largely experimental it 
was decided to charge no admission fee 
There was no money for costume but 


nothing daunted Mrs. McAnney, and she 
made all the costumes for the men, with 
the exception of the Duke's and Oberon’s, 
and the women in the cast made their 


own. It rained steadily for two weeks 
before commencement, but on the event- 
ful day the sun shone on a rain-soaked 


campus and in the afternoon the play 
was given in front of East College, now 
the Kappa Sigma House. The cast was 


an unusual one, no one required prompt- 
ing, and the play was a brilliant success 
and delighted hundreds of people who 
had gathered to witness it. Even the 
wiseacres admitted Mrs. McAnney and 
her students could produce a play. 

The next year, 1908, was the 
anniversary of Dickinson College, 
President Reed requested Mrs. McAnney 
to give another play. She decided upon 
As You Like It and produced it Monday 
afternoon, June 8. Again the Dramatic 
Club scored a success and delighted a 
large audience of commencement visitors. 
But—one Methodist preacher of the many 
who were there complained of the smash- 
ing of that important (7) clause in the 
church discipline which refers to amuse- 
ments, and Mrs. McAnney was informed 
that it would not be expedient to produce 
a play the following year. 

With no incentive to work, interest in 
dramatic affairs languished, but Mrs. 
McAnney never gave up entirely, and in 
the fall of 1911 she secured from Presi- 
dent Noble permission to reorganize the 
dramatic club. 


LENOX HILL PLAYERS’ 
UNUSUAL SUCCESS 

So potent an attraction was ’Tis a Pity 
She’s a Whore, produced by the Lenox 
Hill Players, Inc., at their tiny play- 
house at the top of an office building at 
248 West 14th street, New York, that the 
actors, “stagehands” and all concerned 
with the production were obliged to pack 
up their kit bags and move down to the 
Cherry Lane Theater. The 35th perform- 
ance of ’Tis a Pity was celebrated by a 
special Washington's Birthday matinee, 
and on February 19 200 visiting out-of- 
town perfume buyers attended the per- 
formance at the Cherry Lane in a body.

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So-Called Jazz Is Far From Modern, Says 
Aaron E. Bishop 
Cleveland, O., Feb. 12, 1926 
Editor The Billboard: 

Sir—The frequent articles regularly ap- 
pearing on the subject of syncopated 
grand opera as a coming American in- 
stitutfon can not help but aggravate a 
true lover of fine music. 

So-called jazz is far from modern. It 

even more than ancient. It is bar- 
baric. To say that jazz expresses the 
life of the American to say that the 
American has degenerated to the primi- 


is 


is 


tive. True jazz is exceedingly monotoe- 
nous, yet agitating. But this very monot- 
onous and agitating rhythm is most 


expressive ofthat sensuality—that monot- 
onous humdrum—that constant. brutal 
yearning of the African savage. These 
later elements are expressed by the weird 
harmonies and ofttimes hideous instru- 
mental effects as well as the typical 
rythms. Perhaps these clashing harmonies 
and other unmusical instrumental effects 
may have more of a place in modern 
music than the ancient character of the 
rhythms, but principally for those who 
crave the unmusical and bizarre. These 
jazzy rhythms in question are for the 
most part older than music itself. 

Musical and spirited syncopation and 
tuneful jazz is often far from unpleasing 
to the lover of good music. It is often 
fascinating. But its place is at best for 
the ballroom, vaudeville, light forms of 
entertainment, the cabaret and the lighter 
forms of musical comedy. For an exalted 
art form as grand opera or music-drama, 
jazz, with its lack of contrast in tempo 
and rhythm, is aesthetically false as a 
freak form, but better as a decided 
novelty. There is no reason why syn- 
eopated grand opera or music-drama 
should not enjoy some financial success, 
but as a development forward in the fine 
art cf mvsic-drama, never. 

Jazz depicts the commonplace. The 
realms of gfand opera or music-drama 
are not commonplace. They are epic or 
poetic. These forms to be true to the 
aesthetic, must treat of monarchs, gods, 
or the great heroes of legend or history,

American Drama Is Victim of “Jazz Age’. 
Says Milton T. Middleton 
Newark, N. J., Feb. 17. 1926 
Editor The Billboard: 

Sir—A great deal of excellent comedy 
has been forthcoming recently from the 
great army of “swivel-chair” critics and 
eminent, tho badly informed, writers 
upon the subject of the American drama, 

Perhaps you can find space for a 
“wheeze” from one who has piloted some 
of the greatest American dramas from 
Maine to Californin, and from Victoria, 
B. C., to Miami, Fla. 

The American dr:ma has fallen a help- 
less victim to the “Jazz Age’’. Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
Washington, Pittsburgh, Cleveland, De- 
troit and Chicago will tolerate the drama 
to a limited extent, but the great open 


country where the money was made is 
lost to the traveling company, north, 
south, east and *west 


In former years a dramatic attraction 
would round out its second year at an 
even break ar a loss, in order to get the 
magazine advertising that reached the 
smaller towns, where they reap their 
greatest profits. In the eyes of the small- 
town theatergoer, New York City and its 
big Broadway successes are inconse- 
quential. In fact their openly expressed 
opinion is that, theatrically, New York 
City is the biggest “rube” town in the 
world. They believe that their home 
town little theater knows more about 
the dramatic art than all New York rolled 
into one. 

The great majority of the patrons of 
the drama were of the middle and old- 
age class; youth never played an ex- 
tensive part in the drama, with the prob- 
able exception of the student, who is now 
extensively engaged in the pursuit of jazz 
tendencies. The middle-aged and elders 
now sit in the armchair by the fireside 
and listen to the radio. It is not only 
cheaper, but requires no effort, late hours 
or the necessity to ess. 

Youth is “jazz” mid. The drama is 
too tame for them. Realizing this, the 
money-mad producer resorted to vulgar 
and salacious plays and sensuous sex pic- 
tures to bait the younger generation. For 
a time both were successful and profit- 
able, but they gra@ually lost their draw- 
ing power. That sort of play as well as 

3 picture has been the means of driving 
many of the more intelligent patrons 
from the legitimate theaters. 

On the road The Student Prince, Rose- 
Marie, No, No, Nannette; Blossom Time 
and several other musical shows of the 
exceptional sort are playing to excellent 
business where there are theaters open 
to accommodate them. But how can a 
manager keep his theater open for the 
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The Billboard 


few paying attractions he will get in a 
season? 
I do not agree with many who seem to 


think that the moving picture has af- 
fected the drama. The picture theater 
management has been obliged to add 


jazz bands, opera, drama, vaudeville and 
musical comedy in order to interest the 
public and hold patronage. The half 
dozen really good pictures and the mil- 
lions of reels of pure “junk” prevalent 
have lost their drawing power. For, after 
all, there are still a few intelligent thea- 
tergoers left. Radio will have its day, 
and as is inevitable, will become tame 
and tiresome. Then the fickle public will 
crave the food for thought, without which 
the human brain would starve—THE 
AMERICAN DRAMA. ? 

The octopus, operated by men who have 
never studied psychology, now seeking 
to control every theater in the United 
States and Canada and strangle what 
little is left of the legitimate stage, will 
succeed to a limited extent. The original 
organizers will retire with millions, while 
the poor stockholders will strive to 
salvage what they can by unloading some 
of the 10,000 superfluous theaters for 
garages and = storehouses. Watch the 
BIG ones crawl! out from under when the 
wall begins to crack and the big crash, 
which is inevitable, comes. When either 
the theatrical or picture syndicate begins 
to sell stock to the public, just make 
up your mind that they are withdrawing 
their own money and doing business on 
the stockholders’ money—the best evi- 
dence that they realize that they have 
overreached and are scenting the end. 

Permanent success never did and never 
will result from crushing the little fel- 
low, for you cannot profit by taking that 
which is not rightfully youfs, even tho 
you are within the law, for the Higher 
Law forbids it. 

Do not get the idea that I am defend- 
ing the Legitimate Theater as it is to- 
day, so overwhelmingly’ steeped in 
“graft” that efficiency is almost un- 
ey IT’S EVERY MAN FOR HIM- 

SHOWMEN OF AMERICA, PUT 
YOUR HOUSE IN ORDER, THEN YOU 
CAN COME BACK. I have always been 
@ great believer in the fact that be- 
fore either corporations or individuals 
turn from the error of their ways, they 
must first HIT THE WALL. The thea- 
ters have HIT THE WALL and I look 
for beneficial results when they turn 
aromnd. 

There’s a new era evident in this world 
today. The only success will be de- 
served success.

Seeks To Curb Mediums 
by Washington Action 


Con. Sol Bloom Preparing Bill Aimed To 
Protect Gullible From Fake Mediums 
Nationa! legislation to curb the activ- 

ities of fake mediums may be enacted in 

the near future, if plans which Repre- 
sentative Sol Bloom, of New York, now 
has under advisement, materialize the 
way he wants them to. Several weeks 
ago a committee was appointed to in- 


vestigate the whole field for him. The 
investigators placed their findings in his 
hands iast week. 

After a study of the report, Congress- 
man Bloom is now considering placing 
before Congress a bill to protect the 
gullible from the operations of fake 
mediums and spiritualists. The survey 
made by his committee states that “New 
Yorkers are being ‘bilked’ out of millions 
of dollars annually by fake mediums and 
Spiritualists, who cloak their operations 
under a ritual of semi-religious char- 
acter.” 

Representatives of the District Attor- 
ney’s office aver that, under the existing 
statutes, they are powerless to curtail 
the objectionable operations altho they 
know of their existence. The mediums, 

present, can be arrested only for pre- 
diction, which they sedulously avoid by 
several subterfuges. 

Milton Wright, associate editor of The 
Scientific American, who is one of the 
investigators, said he was unable to find 
one medium devoid of tricks among sev- 
eral hundred examined. He said that 
when they were asked to read a sealed 
message, they made 286 different an- 
swers. The investigators characterized 
all médiums as “fakes” and indicated the 
success of their operations here by call- 
ing attention to the $90,000 and $100,000 
homes in which some of them live. 

The report ef the investigators ex- 
plains that the cults are divided into nine 
classes. Chief among them is the “sprit 
message group’, whose exponents gather 
the credulous faithful in a room and pro- 


ceed, thru “spirit controls” to reach out 
into the cosmic void to extract informa- 
tion.. This group and others, it is said, 


engage in a flourishing mail-order busi- 
ness whch is also a target for the Con- 
gressman. 

Other classes operating in New York, 
according to the report, are known as 
“automatic writers”, the “trumpet medi- 
ums”, the “object readers”, the “sealed 
message readers” and “flower mediums” 
and the “psychical manifestation group”. 

This last group, according to the in- 
vestigators, causes real arms and legs 
to float in. the air, supposedly unat- 
tached. But these investigators found, 
they report. that when a light pair of 
handcuffs is deftly slipped over a float-

Prices charged by the spiritualists 
range from $3 and up, it was discovered; 
some getting $100 and $200 for valued 


bits of information concerning business 
or social activities, The mediums it is 
pointed out, are always on the lookout 
for a “rich one” and once a wealthy man 
or woman falls into their hands, the of- 
ficials report, these mediums “fleece him 
with neatness and dispatch.”

ERLIN, Feb, 11.—With the consent 

of the UFA Lia di Putti has been

HE almost unanimous opinion of the 
New York critics as to the lack of 
intrinsic and artistic merit in The 

Shanghai Gesture has led A. H. Woods 
to seek light on the dark question of 
why the reviewers never like his plays 
while the public always does. 

Of course, the explanation is easy, 
and Woods—who has known it all the 
time—should have kept still about it. 
The situation in a nutshell is, that the 
minute the critics begin to like Woods’ 
plays and express their approval of 
them in their columns, the public will 
cease to take the watery-mouthed in- 
terest that it now has for such produc- 
tions. 

Woods is a business man. His busi- 
ness is to produce plays that will sell. 
He is not concerned with pleasing the 
critics nor with the advancement of art. 
That isn’t his field. And, in the final 
analysis, the worst thing about an A. H.

Woods’ play, such as The Shanghai 
Gesture, is the class of people who go 
to see it. 


HE BILLBOARD for the past few 

weeks has offered several sugges- 

tions which were thought to be of 
vital importance to the Showmen’s 
League of America. In the issue of 
February 6 appeared the first ediforial 
on the subject and in this attention was 
called to the special article on the 
league published in the following edi- 
tion. In the issues of February 20 and 
27 we commented further on the sug- 
gestions.

of habit mechanically classify actors as 
types, as if any artist in the true sense 
of the word can thus be pigeonholed. 

According to Duncan, the type system 
is here to stay because with thousands 
of competent actors from which to select 
casts it can’t be helped, no matter what 
a manager's ideals may be. Yet Duncan 
shows he is aware of the handicaps of 
the type system in the theater when he 
says he hopes it won't ever have to imi- 
tate the type system of the cinema. 
Even the silver screen is departing from 
the type system whenever possible. Does 
Lon Chaney in Victor Seastrom’s splen- 
didly directed picture, The Tower of Lies, 
stick to type? Does Norma Shearer, 
whose acting contains elements of great- 
ness, play to type in His Secretary (di- 
rected by Hobart Henley), which film 
almost touches the heights reached by 
The Last Laugh? Shearer plays the 
part of an inhibited, dried-up bachelor 
maid, a character entirely foreign to her 
personality Other instances might be 
mentioned in which the cinema is throw- 
ing the type system overboard. 

Duncan thinks that the type system 
prevails in the theater because conditions 
favor it and that it is fostered by man- 
agers to please public taste. Yet this 
imaginary notion of the public and ap- 
peal to it is one of the weaknesses of 
both theater and cinema. Too many 
concessions are made to an alleged con- 
ception of what constitutes public taste. 
Who knows what the public taste is 
anyway? Do the managers know? Then 
witness the crop of poor guesses every 
season in the courageous attempt to win 
public approval in plays that languish 
briefly or in plays that become so suc- 
cessful as to astonish their producers.

N THIS. subject of type casting 

Duncan remarks that the manager 

can’t command talent of the actor. 
but that he can only select appearance. 
Since appearance, metamorphosed on the 
stage in many instances, is often the 
of the manager this em- 
phasis on a secondary element unwit- 
tingly is a refutation of the type system. 
As to the effects upon the actor who 
plays the sam@ part day after day for 
months, almost like an automaton, Dun- 
can offers that (whether ironically I 
know not) the only thing possible under 
the circumstances is to act shrewdly and 
let the cast do the rest! A rather un- 
enviable position to be in. The only 
alternative to the type system in Dun- 
can’'s mind is the permanent repertory 
company, such as the Actors’ Theater. 
The fact that most actors are in favor 
of repertory, as Duncan states, indicates 
they do not approve the type system. 

Has the Affable Al Woods ever seen 
Ruth Draper act? Here is a young wom- 
an who comes on the stage, stands in 
front of a curtain, and without aid of 
grease paint, pencil, powder or wig she 
creates an astonishing group of charac- 
ters distinctly apart from her own type. 
Utilizing only a hat, a scarf or a shawl, 
she becomes in turn three generations of 
Jewesses, a leisurely matron, a voluble 
French dressmaker and group of tourists 
in Florence. So when Woods extols the 
type system for the benefit of “green- 
horns” the thought arises that there are 
some showmen in the theater who might 
have done well as showmen in behalf of 
Heinz pickles, Florida real estate and 
bonds. Despite their hold on the pro- 
fessional theater, these amiable gentry 
are in forbidden territory. 

No exponent of the type system can 
give reasons for its maintenance beyond 
those of expediency and least resistance, 
two elements not conducive to strength- 
ening both talent and personality of the 
actor. No one is as aware of this fact 
as the actor. Simply because there are 
enough competent actors from which to 
select types is an insufficient excuse for 
she existence of the type system. The 
more competent actors there are the 
wider should be the avenues thru which 
they can find their true niche, i. e, in 
more genuine répertory theaters. 


High Theater Prices Drive Audience to Films 


UNCAN traces the decline of our 
D theater, outside New York, in part 

to second-class entertainment offered 
at first-class prices—another reason for 
hoping that the sooner the wings of some 
commercial managers are trimmed the 
sooner actors may be in a position to 
concentrate on their own productions. 
That this may be expected is borne out 
by the trail-blazing Actors’ Theater and 
the ‘Theater Guild. “However, if every 
manager were to follow in the footsteps 
of the Shuberts there would be less hue 
and cry that the theaters in the “prov- 
inces” receive poor shows for which high 
prices are charged. 

High prices in the theater, Duncan 
believes, drive audiences to the cinema, 
altho if the movies continue presenting 
poor support numbers as they are doing 
they may drive their audiences back to 
their homes, usually consisting of parlor,

bedroom and bath, where the jungle 
groans and squeaks of the radio may be 
occasionally interrupted by a raucously 
rendered musical selection. Duncan be- 
lieves cinema audiences prefer the spoken 
drama and would much rather see the 
actor on the stage. The appearance of 
movie actors “in person” from time to 
time at motion picture theaters would 
seem.to indicate that cinema executives 
are also aware of the public's preference 
for the actor behind the footlights. 


For a regisseur to act has its advan- 
tages, according to Duncan. But then 
this applies to directors who can act, 


altho we know of directors who exce! in 
regie but who are not actors. Moreover, 


Duncan speaks from his experience, for 
he has been known to appear in his 
personally directed productions. As for 


the old-fashioned slave-driving autocrat- 
director, Duncan asserts the actors of 
today are quite ready to decapitate him. 


He insists a helpless performance only 
can be expected from a_ helpless per- 
former. Duncan is positively aligned 


against the old-fashioned style of slave 
driving in the theater. While Duncan 
hasn't any rules and doesn’t care to lay 
down any concerning the functions of 
the regisseur, he believes unity of pro- 
duction impossible if there are conflicting 
ideas and that in a production the factors 
are (1) Unity of conception which comes 
from the director and (2) Unity of 
action or co-operation from the actors. 


Modern Stagecrafrers, Get This!” 


S TO the “new stagecraft”, Duncan is 
openminded but not excited. He 
remarks sardonically that if- stage 
decorators can find a ‘medium more elo- 
quent than—say the actor’s voice—then 
that medium will speak for itself quickly. 

Lighting (altho Lee Simonson knows 
how to play boldly and freely with ‘it) 
in the theater is yet in a non-fiuidic 
state and will remain so as long as me- 
chanics and a rigid switchboard rather 
than artists are the conveyors of light 
on the stage. Of course, any scene can 
be ruined by poor lighting, as Duncan 
points out, but our lighting effects in 
the theater are almost too obvious to 
give one that exuberance which stage- 
craft writers manifest from time to time. 
Back in 1901, when he was assistant 
stage manager under John Stapleton, who 
was producing the Bonnie Briar Bush at 
the New Republic Theater, Duncan de- 
vised lighting plots with gas calcium 
lights which he thinks have never been 
equaled by electric lights for satisfying 
results. Mansfield had a carload of 
them, and they also were used by the 
Coburn Players. 

Duncan does not resort to tricks or 
fake effects in lighting, altho he favors 
innovations only on condition that they 
are divorced from superficiality. For 
instance, when he staged that excellent 
production of Hauptman’s The Weavers 
he employed a sun effect as the source 
of light outside, while the interiors of 
houses were dark. 


Duncan on Expressionism 


ONCERNING the experiments in the 

name of expressionism, Duncan re- 

gards the term as a convenient label 
that does not explain itself. He recalls 
that Lawson didn’t tie the expressionist 
label to Processional (altho the Guild 
did) and the same applies to Elmer Rice, 
disciple of George Kaiser and Wedekind, 
who wrote The Subway. But that too 
was regarded as an expressionist play. 
Yet Duncan, without seeking to do so, 
gives a pointed definition of expression- 
ism when he says it is an intensely in- 
teresting form with which to show inner 
and outer behavior, altho the technique 
of realism must be used in playing it. 
Duncan holds that if we show a man’s 
inner thoughts it must be done convinc- 
ingly, just as a man’s outward person- 
ality must be expressed realistically to be 
convincing. The technique of realism, 
however, does not belong to the expres- 
sionist play. The style of acting must 
fit the style of the play. Neither expres- 
sionistic acting nor realistic acting is of 
any value if it is not convincing. Dun- 
can, despite his 30 years on the stage. 
is receptive to new forms of theater 
provided they are sincere and genuine. 
There has been so much chatter about 
expressionism in the theater by people 
who have never staged a production nor 
designed sets, particularly on the part 
of young writers who prematurely have 
grown old and bored with life, that it is 
small wonder there is confusion about 
this interesting and very live art form. 
We have among us stagecraft writers 
and esthetic go-getters in academic 
circles who harp on theater and expres- 
sionism pretty much the same way in 
which cuties with loco minds discss 
psychoanalysis. On the other hand, there 
are the tories of the theater who, like old 
Carulet in Romeo and Juliet, regret the 
days of their youth and think every play 
dealing with sex in a truthful manner 
smacks of rversion and things gen- 
erally “horrible”. However, our Nordic 
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clubwomanly notions of sex have led to 
horrible forms in actual life, yet our 
American theater in the presentation of 
sex plays is the embodiment of innocence 
in comparison with some of the plays I’ve 
seen staged in Europe—and excellent 
plays they were. 


Considers Present-Day Theater Vigorous 


R has Duncan any copious tears 

about the theater of other days. To 
'" him the theater has never been more 
Vigorous than now. He observes popular 
interest in the theater has been captured 
by the commercial theater and cinema 
and that all this has stimulated experi- 
mentation ‘in the theater. In fact, Dun- 
can thinks the only danger the theater 
faces today is a popularity so great that 
quantity production may result in a re- 
action. But if we are to judge by the 
all too noticeable slump of the theaters 
devoted to spoken drama outside New 
York and Chicago such a development 
seems unlikely. 

Instead of looking askance at cinema 
as producers hitherto have done, Duncan 
sees in it an adjunct of the theater that 
may be likened to a primary school, since 
he alleges cinema theaters cultivate audi- 
ences to demand theatrical forms of enter- 
tainment which the theater never might 
have reached. And Duncan  presages 
that audiences w.ll go on demanding 
better pictures. 

Then there is the subscription theater. , 
A few years ago it ddn't exist, wasn't 
even heard of. Duncan is glad that it 
has developed marvelously in New York. 
This theater with its heavy subscription 
list also must depend upon the outside 
publ'c for an audience. But the public, 
in New York anyway, has followed the 
men and women of strong nerves whose 
work has contributed to the success of 
ee Theater Guild and the Actors’ Thea- 
er. 

The ,public always I’kes good plays, 
Duncan insists; he undoubtedly means 
THAT PORTION of the puble which 
likes good plays. For there are various 
sections of the public, one w'th the Coney 
Island mood, one with the picture thea- 
ter mood, another which any catch-penny 
device will sat sfy, another with mood 
for the good play. And with a con- 
glomerat‘on like this one can picture the 
Viciss:‘tudes, not to mention at times a 
great courage, on the part of managers, 
directors and actors to put a play thru 
successfully. However, Duncan is sure 
there is always the big aud’ence for the 
fine, stimulat ng, entertain'ng play. He 
notes that if a play doesn’t have these 
qualities it is difficult to produce. 

Augustin Duncan has appeared or 
staged and played in such productions as 
The Weavers, which he directed with 
Emanuel Reicher; John Ferguson (Er- 
vine), The Faithful (John Mansf‘eld), 
The Man of the People (Thos. E. Dixon), 
Robert E. Lee, in which he played the 
leading role; Mired Marriage (St. John 
Ervine), The Detour (Owen Dav’'s), 8. 
S. Tenacity (Vildrac), The First Man 
(O'Neill), Taboo (Mary Hoyt Wiborg), 
in which Paul Robeson had the first 
part as negro actor; The Potters (J. R. 
McAvoy), Hell Bent fer Heaven (Hatcher 
Hughes), Malvaloca (Quintera Brothers), 
Hospitality (Leon Cunnigham), and The 
Comic Supplement (McAvoy) for Florenz 
Ziegfeld, a modern attempt at satirical 
revue in new form, but whch unfor- 
tunately never reached New York in the 
original. 

A study of Duncan's record as actor 
and director reveals a man who has ever 
had an intense interest in all that is 
alive in the theater - « in the cre- 
ative, the experimental, in the everlast- 
ing life of art of which the theater is 
a ei for we have competent 
actors and directors and also actors and 
directors who are artists. The realiza- 
tion that Duncan is an artist as a theater 
man has taken a long time to become 
emblazoned on the mentality of press 
and public. This proves that they pre- 
vide no atmosphere in which a man like 
Duncan could lose his shyness and be 
quickly accorded recognition. 

Dramatic criticism in the United States 
does not shield the artist from ex sting 
notions and prejudices of the world. The 
dramatic critic and his publisher are too 
ready to compromise with accepted stand- 
ards, too afraid to act as trail blazers in 
dealing with the slothfulness and indif- 


ference of the mass so as to smooth 
Some of the road for the creative artist, 
whether he be of the theater or other 
arts. Unconsciously producers on Broad- 
Way are aware of this cond'tion in 
American dramatic criticism and Ameri- 


can psychology; hence they too n 
promise by giving us productions which 


are frequently perfectly empty and in 
consequential altho technically we'll done 
And so the rich, mellow significance f

UNIVERSAL’S PROFIT HIGH 
DURING THE PAST YEAR 


New York, Feb. 27.—The report of the 
Universal Pictures Company, Inc., for 
the year ended November 7, 1925, shows 
the year to have been the best in the 
company’s history, net earnings available 
for dividends amounting to $1,925,506. 
This is equivalent to more than eight 
times annual dividend requirements on 
the first preferred stock outstanding, and 
after allowing for annual dividends on 
the first and second preferred stocks is 
equivalent to $6.18 a share on the come 
mon stock, compared with $5.62 for the 
previous year. - 

Early last year Universal announced 
an expansion in production. This is re- 
flected in the balance sheet by an in- 
crease in inventory from $6,057,920 in 
1924 to $8,030,769 last year. Included 
in the inventory are films which were 
completed or tn process, but which wil! be 
released during the current year. Earnings 
from these films will be reflected in the 
statement for the year 1926, which is 
expected to be a banner one for Universal. 

In addition to taking over the Colony 
from the B. S. Moss people for a period 
of six months, giving Universal a Broad- 
way first-run house, it has made an ar- 
rangement with Famous Players and 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer whereby nine. of 
the new U films will be given first-run 
showings in Broadway houses operated 
by these companies. 

The Universal program for 1926-’27, 
named by Carl Laemmle the “Greater 
Movie List”, is the most ambitious ever 
undertaken by the company. It includes 
three or more superpictures, five or six 
special Reginald Denny productions, 28 
Jewel productions, 24 Blue Streak West- 
ern features and a strong lineup of 
serials, comedies, etc. 

That Universal is stepping forward 
with rapid strides is evident. In prepara- 
tion for the Greater Movie List, produc- 
tion facilities at Universal City have been 
materially increased. Carl Laemmle is 
now in Universal City to supervise pro- 
duction. 


No Falling Off in Numbers 
Of Independent Exchanges 


New York, Feb. 27.—There has been 
no falling off in the number of in- 
dependent exchanges and State-right buy- 
ers this year, as compared with a year 
ago, according to a compilation just com- 
pleted by Frederick H. Elliott, general 
manager of the Independent Motion Pic- 
ture Association of America.

Picture Interests in 
Fight Against Patents 
Bill To Protect Designs 


New York, Feb. 27.—Efforts on the 
part of motion picture interests to protect 
the industry against another burden are 
being centered in Washington in the 
shape of an amendment to the design 
bill before the Patents Committee of the 
House, which would make it a violation 
to photograph wearing apparel or props 
of any kind that had been copyrighted. 

The amendment was offered on behalf 
of motion picture men by Arthur W. 
Weil, New York attorney, and reads, in 
part, as follows: 

“And provided further that nothing in 
this act should bé deemed to apply to any 


reproduction, copy, use, sale or public 
distribution of any design copyrighted 


under this act, in any motion picture or 
in any advertising matter of any kind 
and in whatever form used in connection 
with the distribution, sale or other dis- 
position of motion pictures.” 

The design bill is one that would 
bring hardship to the legitimate theater 
as well as the motion picture house, but 
an amendment to protect the speaking 
stage has not yet been offered. 


Test Case Expected in 
Exhibitor-Exchange Row 


Fond du Lac, Wis., Feb. 27.—Develop- 
ments of national exhibitor interest are 
expected here in the trouble the Fond 
du Lac Theater Company, operating the 
Bijou and Orpheum theaters, is having 
with the exchanges as a result of cutting 
admissions contrary to the contracts.

The story, not expertly handled, tells 
the tale of a Parisian dance girl who re- 
tires to her native Spain after the war, 
in which her brothers fought, winning the 
love of an Englishman despite efforts of 
a rival to disparage the suit by digging 
up the girl's past in the Montmarte. There 
is some action, but it is feeble at best.

The final 
scene, that of a church and landscape in 
the distance, appeared to have been 
photographed from a painting.

To patrons who can find humor in 
comic female impersonations, or, rather. 
in Sydney Chaplin as a purveyor of 
laughs in roles that require nim to ap- 
pear in feminine garb, Oh, What a Nurse 
will have fair to middling appeal, not as 
strong as did Charley’s Aunt, but much 
more potent than the second of the trio 
Chaplin has done, The Man on the Bore. 
A slapstick farce not entirely with 
original situations and hokum but full 
of inconsistencies, this latest Chaplin 
vehicle is no world beater as comedy 
pictures go, but it should prove a fair 
money maker.

Banal 
subtitles and superficial acting offset 
this, however, making the whole after 
all only ordinarily pleasing entertain- 
ment.

The picture br2aks 
no bounds for entertainment, but it is 
much more pleasing than the general run, 
worth exhibiting most anywhere.

A Woman Has ‘‘Made’”’ 
Oklahoma Free State 
Fair - 


A decade can work wonders with a 
fair IF there is the right sort of person 
to direct the work! 

A fair that has been fortunate enough 
to find—and hold—such a person is the 
Oklahoma Free State Fair at Muskogee. 
Since 1915. Ethel Murray Simonds has 
been directing the destinies of that fair 
and has, with a “family” of tried and 
true aides, brought it up to its present 
enviable position among the expositions 
= the Southwest from practically noth- 
ng. 

The story of Mrs. Simonds’ work is +0 
well told in an article in The Democrat of 
Muskogee that we are going to repeat it 
here as that paper published it: 

“When sunlight brightened the early 
shedows. of dawn and shone brilliant- 
ly forth on Sedatia. Mo., in the fall of 
1907, it found Ethel Murray Simonds 
enjoying her first taste of fair work. 


“Since that epochal day in the life 
of Mrs. Simonds, who is now secretary 
of the klahoma Free State Fair at 


Muskogee. Ok., the taste has developed 
into an appetite that has never been fully 
satisfied despite the fact that the secre- 
tary has never changed her initial voca- 
tion. 

“Those skeptics who insist that woman 
should never leave the portals of her 
home—that she is entirely out of place 
‘n the business field—have only to read 
the following brief history of Mrs. Sim- 
onds® feir career to see their mistake. 

“Yor nine years Mrs. Simonds offi- 
elated as assistant secretary of the Mis- 
souri State Fair at Sedalia.’ During this 
period many fair officials in other States 
negotiated for her services, but it wasn’t 
until 1916 that she accepted the position 
she has held since—that of secretary of 
the Oklahoma Free State’ Fair. 

“The huge improvement, the expedi- 
tious progress, the building up of every 
a partment of the Free State Fair since 
Mrs. Simonds took over the secretaryship 
can only be fully realized by a compari- 
son of figures. 

“In 1916 the State fairgrounds, includ- 
ing the grand stand, buildings and all 
equipment. was valued at less than $100,- 
000. Today its value exceeds a half mil- 
lion dollars. 

“The live-stock exhibit in 1915, the 
year before the secretary took charge, 
consisted of three cattle and a lonely hog. 
In 1924 the Free State Fair’s million- 
dollar live-stock show, including 800 cat- 
tle. nearly 1,000 head of hogs and over 
1,000 head of sheep. surpassed that of 
any other fair in the Southwest and was 
on a par with many of the big Eastern 
fairs. Many exhibitors during the past 
three or four years have declared that 
they not only sell more stock at the Free 
State Fair than at any other fair in their 
circuit but that they receive more money 
for them. 

“And where four dilapidated buildings, 
including a rickety grand stand, whose

“With extremely few exceptions all of 
the secretary’s experiences with the so- 
called ‘hard-boiled’ horsemen, exhibitors 
and concessionists have been very pleas- 
ant.

“Such has been a woman’s work in 
a position that in 9 cases out of 10 is 
occupied by a man.”

Why Midways Put 
¢ 7. a 
Pep’ in Fairs 
Managing Editor of Prominent 
Southern Newspaper Expresses 
His Opinion at Meeting of 
Georgia Fair Secretaries 


The following address, in part, was de- 
livered at the recent meeting of Georgia 
fair secretaries at Savannah, Ga., by 
William G. Sutlive, managing editor of 
The Savannah Press, and in it Mr. Sutliv 
brought out some excellent fact points 
regarding the worry-destroying atmos- 
phere which carnival midways provide 
the admission payers at fairs: 

I am asked to speak on the subject 
Why Midways Put Pep in Fairs? My 
answer is that midways put pep in fairs 
because they put pep in the people. who 
go to fairs. I am not one of those who 
believe that all midways and carnivals are 
bad. I believe they add much to the at- 
tractiveness and attendance of the fairs 
of which they are a part. 

The midway gives to the people en- 
tertainment they want. It supplies them 
with diversion they are looking for when 
they go out to the fairgrounds for en- 
tertainment and to spend a pleasant day. 
All fairs should be instructive. If they 
are not they fail in their purpose gut 
after visitors have had an opportunity to 
see the evidences of thrift and prosperity 
their communities enjoy—after they have 
marveled at the size of the ears of corn 
grown by the folks of their State and 
vicinity and after they have viewed the 
local art exhibits and tooked over the 
prize hogs and cattle they want some- 
thing else to do. And the midway sup- 
plies this added feature as it cannot be 
supplied by any other agency. 

Recently in this section of the State 
some fair managements determined to 
do away with the midway attractions. 
The result was there was a void in the 
program of those who went to visit these 
fairs. They were charged 50 cents ad- 
mission inio the grounds to see things 
that most of them had seen at home, 
They were confronted by sort of every- 
day exhibits. The executives of one of 
these fairs say their error when it was 
too late. They asked me to see if there 
could not be found at least a carousel to 
be sent to the fairgrounds. But it was 
too late and the people had no entertain- 
ment thruout a long day except that sup- 
plied by the exhibits. 

The idea that the midway of today is 
degrading in its influence or hurtful to

Reference to the Karn Bros.’ Fat Family 
picture (taken three years ago) on this 
page, issue of February 20, the sketch 
beneath it stated that Karn Bros. will 
feature their Fat Family in their come- 
bined wonder attraction (with the D. D. 
Murphy Shows) the coming season. This 
meant their title, and, of course, did not 
mean that all of the parties in the 
picture would be with it. However there 
might be a different impression gained. 
For instance, Louis J, Kaupp (who was 
in the picture) is already with the Johnny 
J. Jones Exposition. 


In 1901 Louis Selzer and his working 
partner (now with The Billboard) did 
four free acts at a street fair promoted 
by Col. L N. Fisk at Carrollton, Ky. 
Selzer’s high-wire turn, from the Court 
House dome down to a three-story build- 
ing’s roof, because of the dome being 
“shaky” was replaced with a doubie 
acrobatic statuary act—on a platform, and 
with powerful searchlights belonging to 
river boats. Col. Fisk did the announc- 
ing for this latter offering, and Colonel was 
feeling just right on the closing night to 
put comedy into his announcement; as a 
sample, for the Fighting for Bread pose, 
he announced: “The two hungry wolves 
will now scrap for punk !” 


Quite a number of writers have sent in 
communications (including “show letters” ) 
including the statement that while at- 
tending a fairs men's meeting the general 
agent, or manager, had contracted sev- 
eral (all the way from 2 to 10) fairs— 
without specifying what fairs—the news- 
value part of the report. This will doubt- 
less be explanatory to the writers of 
them. Should one sav that a man “bought 
something” it would be very little in- 
formation, but should WHAT he bought 
be stated—there’s the news part of the 
transaction. Of course, a show’s ad can 
state the show has “so many” fairs with- 
out naming them, as that is official ad- 
vertising of the management, which might 
not want to “tip off" locations; but with 
the NEWS columns it's different. 


Who own property, pay taxes and vote 
in cities and towns? Just “us business 
men”? Are the latter the “all-wise” dic- 
tators to the other tax-paying citizens? 
The same questions might apply to any 
special “interests” in any locality. As an 
instance, a special writer had the fol- 
lowing, in part, in a newspaper in Eastern 
Ohio recently: “Varieus interests here are 
completely ‘fed up’ on carnivals, and it is 
said that any attempt to force them in 
this summer . . . will meet with stern 
opposition.” Wonder why that writer 
didn't give his readers (including the 
multitude of them who enjoy themselves 
nightly on the carnival midways when 
they have the opportunity) the names of 
the “various interests’ alluded to—be 
more explicit—otherwise it sort of reads 
like propaganda or a “warning” from 
would-be “dictators” to the masses.

“Why Midways Put 

‘Pep’ in Fairs’ 

(Continued from page 72) 

the morals of the community is al! 
wrong. The representative midways of 
today are operated by responsible busi- 
ness organizations. They are as anxious 
to please the public as are any other 
amusement purveyors. They know that 
to do this they must keep their shows 
presentable and clean. 


Midways at the fairs, in this immediate 
section at least, partly take the place of 
circuses which once came this way. Here 
in the city of Savannah and the county 
of Chatham circuses are taxed out of 
existence. I do not question here the 
wisdom of this action on the part of the 
puthorities. But I say that they have 
made this section circus “poor”. Bill 
Arp said once in an article written in the 
early '70s describing the poverty of the 
South that there were Southern children 
at Christmas time who “never seed a 
reesing.”” He meant by that the people 
Were so poor they could not buy a raisin 
for their kids’ Christmas stocking. There 
are boys and girls in Savannah from 10 
to 18 years old who have never seen a 
circus. They do not know what they are 
except from hearsay. 


Now midways are not intended to dis- 
place anything that a fair may have. 
They come in as an attraction that does 
not compete with any local interests at 
the fair or any displays that are other- 
wise made. But they do take the place 
of the circus in the lives of many of the 
young people of the community. They 
are operated jointly by the fair and the 
carnival interests. The child of five is 
as safe in the center of a midway group 
as the aged visitor of 80. 


In some of our Southern cities carni- 
val and midway companies have seen fit 
to spend their winters. We have had 
such companies here and we have found 
them made up of very human people. 
They have become part of our community. 
They have interested themselves in the 
development of the city and have met 
and mingled with our citizens much to 
our pleasure and delight 


If you doubt the joy that comes at fair 
time thru visits to the midway go out 
to any fair where there is one and watch 
the throngs of happy carefree people who 
patronize them. 

There are people who tell you that the 
atmosphere of the carnival is immoral. 
It is true, maybe, that those who seek this 
side of the carnival might find it. But 
what is true of carnivals is equally true 
of cities and other organizations. I can 
take you out on the corner of Bull and 
Broughton streets in the very center of 
fashionable and busy Savannah and show 
you a picture that will gladden your 
heart and make you proud of the city 
in which you live. But if you follow me 
long enough and are so inclined you can 
find here in this city, as in every city, 
spots that are unattractive and perhaps 
repulsive. But you would not deny me 
the right to come to your city because of 
these unattractive centers. It is the same 
way with the carnival. You may find 
some features that do not appeal. But 
that would be true of fairs whether there 
was a carnival attached or not. Those 
who seek that which is unattractive will 
probably find it anywhere. 


To sum up: The representative carnival 
of today is offered by reliable firms and 
organizations. It gives to the fair a zest 
and a pep it cannot get otherwise. It 
shares its receipts with the local or- 
ganization It seeks to please in a clean 
and wholesome way'*because it knows 
that any other policy would bar it from 
pleasant and perhaps profitable engage- 
ments For these reasons I am strong 
for the midway that puts pep in the fairs 
by putting pep in the people.
